of the Pasteur InHtitutc .nildrcssod the 
Gpeninp meeting In the Biology Build- 
ing yesterday .iflernoon at five o'clock. 
A crowded theatre Rrcotcd the famous 
member of the Academy of Medicine 
of Paris, who holds the doctor's de- 
gree in Science and in Medicine, as 
well as an enviable position as head of 
the serological service of the Pasteur 
Institute. 

Dcyctor Pettil cordially thanked the 
Chairman, Prof. Lloyd, and the gather 
InET (or their reception, and outlined 
the programme as consLsttng of a mo- 
tion picture lecture on each of four 
topics of historical and general bio- 
logical interest. 

Pasteur's invention of a vaccine 
against rabies, was the topic of the 
first fihn. It was shown how a vac 
cine could be used to Immunize labora 
tory animals by injecting into tlicni 
the blood of the affected animal, and 
how the dried residue of the spinal 
rnrd of such an animal could in turn 
bo used as the basis of u vaccine 
a^-ainst the disea.so when it occurred in 
human beings. The .si)ecific virtue 
was then (as it is even now) un- 
known. So Pasteur was able to du- 
inontrate that a whole science of Im- 
munology and vaccine therapy could 
fie estSLbiished- even against diseases 
whose specific organisms were entire- 
ly unknown. The film shows how- 
Pasteur tried this new therapy on a 
youns boy named Meister in Alsace in 
1866; and illustrates also how anxious- 
ly the first Immunologisffollowed the 
results of the vaccination. Toung 
Meister recovered entirely and at the 
end ol six weeks was sent home 
liealthy and cured. 

The second film was prepared by Dr. 
Nugoues for Dr. Gley of the Institute 
uf Marcy, and illustrated admirably 
the beauty of rythm in the movements 
of humaji beings, quadrapeds, and 
birds. The slow-motion pictures show- 
ed well how the Infant learns to walk; 
and emphaslsaed the , accuracy and co- 
ordination of trained muscles in the 
athletic arts ol running, discus throw 
Ing, high Jumping and aesthetic dune 
ing. Views of the quadrupeds analys 
ed the movements of the horse in trot- 
ting and Bteeplechaaing. Rare pic 
- lures of the movéments^of birds in fly- 
jing and alighting, were also shown. 

especial interest to the biologist 
a lilm showing the mitotic 
^s (karyokinesis) that occurs in 
le^genera^lon, of the leucotîytea or 
wSt^ Wood cells of the salamander. 
The blood wfis taken from a small 
salamander and a drop was placed on 
a slide; the microscopic views were 
then photographed by a special tech- 
nique. The slides showed first the 
curious creeping movements of the 
^\-hlte blood cells which they produce 
by continual and progressive changes 
of their surfaces. The motionless red 
blood cells were also to be seen. 
Then the film proceeded to show a true 
series of events in the regeneration of 
these white blood cells: the niucleai- 
material arranucd itself in the well- 
known chain-like coil called the spi 
reme; tlien it formed the chromo 
somes, which arranged themselves 
first in the equatorial plate and the 
star (or aster) formations, and finally 
located themselves at opposite poles 
of the sell to form the daughter nuclei 
pvJof;the two virgin cells. ^^jj^jS^^'. 

The final treat in store wa-i à series 
of micro-photographs on the results of 
fbrtillzation of the ova of the Sea ur 
l^?;chin: The series showed splendidly 
the ova surrounded by hosts of the 
mal^^emj^s (the spermatozoa) and 
tSeievS^uËmcnt after fertilization of 
the gelatinous membrane. Then there 
followed the division of the ova into 
more and more segments, right through 
tlie morula and gaalrula stages up to 
the (ùriuaUon of the embryonic or 
larval sea urchin.

Wiiugli was to address tho Delta 
Sigma Society did not appear on any 
liostcra and the . members of the ex- 
ecutive when (laicstloncd were unable 
to throw any light on the matter. Ycs- 
tcnlay afternoon in tho Common 
Room of tJlic R. V. C. Professor 
Waugh revealed his subject — "Bng- 
llsh soiigs of historical Intorcsl" — 
and gave an address on this unusuul 
topic. 

After the audience had sung "Hall 
Alma Mater" and tho necessary liuNl- 
ncsa had been disposed of. Miss Mac- 
Sporran Introduced Professor Wnugh 
who was no stranger to an audience 
composed of students and friends of 
McGill. 

The tehdancy to make songs about 
wars and political events Is very an- 
cient. In Saxton times the niinstrcls 
were very activi-. hut jis ho couldn't 
read the words of such songs and 
we couldn't , understand them anyway. 
Professor Waugh said he would begiii 
at a period when English, lntelllg1bl(! 

The successful in- 
vasion of France l)y Henry V made a 
great Impression on the popular mind 
and led to tho writing of m.any songs. 
The majority of these date from the 
time of Elizabeth but one or two 
survive, •which were vrlttcn at the 
time of the battle of Aginoourl. 

Professor AVaugh called upon Mrs. 
AVaugh to play one of these songs for 
the audience. Tho air was very 
molandholy and the music seemed ex- 
ceedingly long, for the Words which 
Professor AVauffh read later, 

England once had the cxpecliition 
of being the most musical country in 
Europe — a reputation It has .since 
lost. The ICth century was the hesi 
age of English music and especially 
in the vocal line, excellant work was 
done. Henry yill^ was a koçn musi- 
cian. He composed ah anthem' "Lord 
the Maker of All Things" and a song, 
which seems more In his Une, 
"Pastime in Good Company, I love 
uni shall until i die." Professor 
A\''augh sang one of the songs -written 
by this English kinj,'. 

In the lime of Queen Elizabeth 
there was a great outburst of .song,

Donald D. MacMllIan, famous Arctic 
explorer was altogether lit fault when 
ho predicted that another glacier 
would sweep over North America, ac- 
cording to Dr. How.ard T. Barnes, of 
tho Physics Dept. 

Dr. Barnes, renowned for his re- 
seuircheu on ice formations, who dc 
livercd the second of a series of lcc> 
tures on "Ice Eng'necring" yesterday, 
stated Ch.at MacMillan's prediction, 
made two years ago on the retiirn of 
tho famous explorer from Grednland, 
was not borne out by fact. On the 
otrticr hand all the evidence tends to 
point to the contrary a-nd recent In 
vestigatlou has shown' that the great 
glaciers of the world are receding. 

Up to the year 1890, hundreds of 
authors h.ad written treatises on the 
question of the Ice Age, and various 
theories were .advanced to account for 
the pecul ar phenomenum " The last 
Ico Age probably existed some . thir- 
teen thousand years ago" .said Dr, 
Harnes, In discussing these various 
theories. Nothing yet is definitely 
known about the reasons for the for- 
mation of these glaciers, and tho pro- 
blem is still very perplex ng. Tho re- 
cession of the Great Glucior whl<ih 
sprea4s itself oi\'cr the whole of North 
America thousands 'of years ago un- 
doubtedly ■ivas the ca,«ise of the many 
peculiar geological formations which 
ate still to bo observed In tlie Great 
Lakes region. 

• Forbes,, the • great geologlst/attr.'but- 
e'd the movement" of the Great Glacier 
south across America to the viscosity 
of the ico comprising it. Ico ItseVf Is 
not by any means a visous body, but 
it does posses plasticity under certain 
cond tlons and will then flow in a 
viscous mass. Thompson's theory ot 
ot the Glacier was that the. movement 
south w-as cauesd by -the ico melting 
an'd the subsequent regelation, caused 
the mass to move. In 1885 Andrews 
sdccecded In moasring the true glac* 
lal movement of 'the Ice. It «ma fou'nd 
that just about tho freezing-point, 
the Ice gave way very itipidly. 

■'The crevlses In the Oreenland 
glaciers arc not so pronounced as 
those in the Alpine glaciers. This was 
dtie to the different geological and 
atmosphere conditions prm'allinp. 
some very fine slides illustrallns this 
point were then exhibited. Dr. B^wik^ 
then explained 'how tho glaciers affect 
to some extent the rïlmale of tho 
world. The cold Arctic currents com- 
ing down from the nortdi laden with 
ice-bergs', ore cut across the head by 
the warm gulf .stream near the mouth 
of tho St. Lawrence Kiver, and con

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THE FACULTY FLAT TIRE. 

Professorial inconsistency is a curious thing. It is, in fact 
a revelation of ignoi'ance. It places a mortgage on teaching ajic 
fetters on originality. It'deniands an opinion from a youth anc 
pronounces him incapable of forming one. It renders judgment 
which is safe and sound only because of its eminence, akin to 
a shaft of lightning from a cloud on an inaccessible peak. Its 
standards are its own principles and its principles are preju 
dices. 

As an undergraduate bugbear it passed the zenith of its 
glory with the close .of the nineteenth century. It remains 
powerful factor however, even if it has ceased to be the most àis- 
tinguishing mark of a university staff. But though it is on the 
ebb, it will never vanish as long as a professor is able to holt 
the academic life of a student in the hollow of his hand. 

In how many courses is a student expected to ci'iticise ac 
curately the works or the dèeds of great men in literature or 
history? And .how many professors would stand aghast if this 
same faculty of analysis was suddenly diverted to themselves; to 
suffocate in the fabric of their own loom. But this has already 
happened in colleges. Har\'ard, through its student newspaper, 
has directed the flow of men toward certain courses and away 
from others by the publication of critical comment on both px*o- 
f essor and course. 

In this age of young skepticism and inquirj' it would often 
seem as if. the value of a professor to his university w?.s more 
truly appraised by the waj' in 'which he was referred to outside 
the faculty. The less a professor is called hy his official cogna 
men, the more noted he seems to be. "Winnowed Wisdom" was 
not written by Professor Leacock, but by Stephen Leacock; "The 
World of William Clissold" was written by H. G. Wells, not by 
Mr. H. G. Wells. 

Fortunately the relation between professors and student is 
gradually becoming more firmly established on a basis of sym- 
pathetic understanding. We incline to think however, that this 
is due in a large measure to the continual tattoo which the under 
graduate has played upon the old inflated idea of academic 
aloofness. We believe it has been punctured beyond repair but 
Btill|find:that:Tiniversities are loath to disperse entirely with the 
services of antiquated faculty flat tires. 



OBSTRUCTIONISTS. 

When people say "New Brooms Sweep Clean," they are 
merely drawing attention to the fact that many things are tol- 
erated simply because they are familiar. In every direction, in 
convenient or burdensome customs and habits continue to annoy 
;^ ;one generation after another, because no one has thought to ob- 
ject. When that happens, the nuisance subsides, only to reap 
pear when the furore has died low. 

It is some time since attention has been drawn to the con 
gestion upon the sidewalks of the Campus during the hours at 
which lectures begin and end. The university authorities have 
done their duty in providing sufficient space for all who desire 
to pass up and down the Avenue, but they have not been able 
to supply accommodation for all those who desire to stand and 
chat in the centre of the path. 

At all hours when the Campus is most frequented, there 
can be seen lounging groups of undergraduates enjoying 
lengthy conversations. There is nothing harmful in men paus 
ing a few moments for a casual word, but there is considerable 
objection to the complete blocking of the sidewalk. Not infre- 
quently, these straggling, eddying circles of students have made 
the use of the road almost imperative for those in a hurry, but 
that is not the worst.

stituto a dangerous menace to Atlantic 
shipping. Of late the vessels headed 
for New York turn In a more souther- 
ly course v.-i\Qn approaching tlie lanes 
of Ice-bergs, and thus the danger Is 
to some extent olniated. 

Tho hergs themselves melt In a very 
peculiar manner. The most act've 
agent 'in dlslnteerattng the masses of 
Ice Is the sun, which heats the sur- 
rodnd^ing air to such an extesit that a 
warm current Is present around teh 
barg, and this acts on the ice and un- 
der cuts It so that great. masess , drop 
off at a time. A popular failacy Is 
tjhat tho water ai-ound an Ice berg Is 
colder tfliain ordinary, but as a mat- 
ter of fact, warm water appears to 
attracts tho masses of Ice. 

Dr. B.-rrncH also dealt at some 
lengrth with the cffcets of dj-namlte 
and calcium In ice remedial work, and 
explained thetr various reactions. 
Some colored slides Illustrating var- 
lous n.spccts of tho lecture wei^ then 
shown, and proved to be very inter- 
esting.
